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204 luxury apartments to 
be built in No. Wilmington

In what will be a first for the 
town, developers will construct a 
12-building, 204-unit “luxury” 
rental apartment complex with a 
clubhouse and a pool in North 
Wilmington, town officials said. 
Twenty percent of the apartments 
will be rented as affordable units. 

The development will be located 

‘on the parcel of land bordered by 
Ballardvale Street, Arlene Avenue 
and Salem Street. It has been as- 
$ured that the only access to the 
site will come through Ballardvale 
Street and not Arlene Avenue, as 
residents there had initially fear- 
ed. 
* With a comprehensive permit in 
place, Avalon Properties, Inc., a 
real estate investment trust com- 
Pany operating out of Braintree, 
should begin a constructing the 
complex in the spring. Develop- 
ment is expected to take about one 
year. 

The comprehensive permit 
game after the town exhausted 
through a nine year battle its legal 
avenues to deny the project. 
Comprehensive permits are grant- 
ed by boards of appeal for hous- 
ing developments promising af- 
fordable units. In exchange for 
Providing the affordable units, a 
developer is granted variances 
(from street width and lot size 


requirements, for example) to 
make the project economically 
viable. 

The Wilmington Board of Ap- 
peals denied the comprehensive 
permit request for the site in 
1986. The decision was appealed 
and overturned by the state Hous- 
ing Appeals Commission. The 
town appealed that decision and 
lost, and then took the case to 
court, where it lost, appealed and 
ultimately lost. Since the final 
decision, ownership of the prop- 
erty has been turned over to Ava- 
lon. 

Wilmington Planning/Conserva- 
tion Director Lynn Duncan said 
the decision does not constitute a 
planning precedent for the town 
and that any future proposals for 
apartment complexes would be 
handled on a case by case basis, 
first by the board of appeals and 
then, if necessary the state. Re- 
cent changes in the comprehensive 
permit process, in fact, call for 
the state to ask for input from the 
local board of selectmen. Without 
support from selectmen, Duncan 
said, it would be more difficult 
for a developer to gain state ap- 
proval

Space needs study draws 75 residents 


Four options; two ways to pay

The general public got its first 
crack at the Wilmington Space 
Needs Study Monday night, gath- 
ering information and offering 
input at a meeting at Wilmington 
High School Monday night. 

Around 75 residents, many of 
those town department heads and 
officials, witnessed a roughly 60 
minute presentation on the still- 
preliminary space needs report 
from Lisa Monahan of Archetype 
Architecture, Inc., the firm that is 
conducting the study. 

The information presented 
mostly mirrored that offered to 
the board of selectmen last Mon- 
day, but new information and in- 
sights, some produced by audience 
questions and comments, did sur- 
face. That is one of the hopes of 
those off Is involved - that as 
more meetings are held, and until 
the Permanent Building Commit- 
tee makes its final recommenda- 
tions on what the town should do 
to remedy its space needs prob- 
lems, information and ideas, es- 
pecially from the public, will 
compound and flourish. 

“My recommendation would be 
for the town to continue to talk 
about what's important to them,” 
Monahan said, almost diplomati- 
cally, when asked what at this 
point she would suggest the town 
do. 

After the PBC chooses a “pre- 
ferred scenario” - one of four 
options entailing the construction 
of at least one new building and 
additions to others - a process for 
implementing that plan will be 
attacked. To reach a decision, the 
PBC is following a busy schedule, 
with, for starters, public meetings 
set for Oct. 7, 16 and 21 at the 
Town Hall. 

The committee - Chairman 
Roger Lessard, Mark Haldane, 
Paul Melaragni, Randi Holland 
and Joe Langone - graced the 
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stage for the presentation, along 
with Monahan, Town Manager 
Michael Caira and Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. Geraldine O°Don- 
nell. 

The implementation process 
itself will ultimately come down 
to a Prop 2 1/2 override vote, and 
will hinge significantly on the 


availability of state reimbursement 
grants. 

State Rep. Jim Miceli told the 
gathering that despite a waiting 
list of municipalities, the garner- 
ing of a state education grant for 
the costs of construction of a new 
school, a key component of each 
of the four options, should be 
obtainable. 

“Once the town decides what 
option it will pursue, | stand 
ready, willing and able to help 
facilitate the reimbursement pro- 
cess,” Miceli said. 

The state rep also told of a 
pending bill in the legislature that 
would provide reimbursement for 
the construction of a new police 
station, another key ingredient to 
the town’s space dilemma. 

As far as an override, Caira 
said there are two ways the town 
can eventually go. With an opera- 
tional override, the tax rate is 
increased permanently - the over- 
ride sets a new rate. With a debt 
exclusion, as the debt incurred by 
the project decreases, so, theoret- 
ically, do the taxes, Caira said. 
But as that happens, operational 
costs increase, he added. 

Using preliminary figures to 
provide a rough outlook, Caira 
estimated that for a home assessed 
at the town average $154,000, a 
$40 million override would cost 
that taxpayer an extra $300 the 
first year. 

The price range for the four 
options is $39 million to $44 mil- 
lion. With state education reim- 
bursement grants, those numbers 
shrink to $26 million to $28 mil- 
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lion. With grants the tax increase 
in the first year for a taxpayer 
living in a home assessed at the 
town average would fall around 
$200. 

If the projects were approved, 
Caira also said the town would use 
@ project management system and 
hire a project manager. 

But first the town has to help 
the PBC decide on a plan. 

By way of review [they have 
appeared in this newspaper twice 
already] here is a capsule look at 
the four options: 

* Option | - move the police 
department to a redeveloped 
Swain School site and expand the 
current fire station; additions 


built on both the library and the 
DPW buildin; new elem 
building constructed at the 
Street site, currently vacant 
Everything else remains the same. 

* Option 2 - a new combined 
police/fire station and a new high 
school at the Salem Street site 
with intermediate grades moved to 
the high school and elementary 
grades using the current middle 
schools. 

* Option 3 - a new municipal 
office building at the Swain 
School site; that building combines 
town hall and the police de- 
partme! new fire station built 
at the site of the current police 
station; a new intermediate school 
built at the Salem Street site, with 
existing middle schools used for 
elementary grades. 

* Option 4 - a new police 
station at the Swain School site 
and an expanded fire station: the 
schools option the same as with 
number 3. 

Citizen Rocco DePasquale of- 
fered his own scenario, the key 
points being to build a new Town 
Hall at the Swain School site and 
return the current Town Hall to 
its original use, a school: add to 
the police and fire stations and the

Older Homes Need 
Physical Check-ups 


Few modern homes can beat the 
charm and character of America’s 
homes built before the twentieth cen- 
tury. Natural wood beams and trim, 
built-in cabinets and cozy bedroom 
alcoves are only a few of the features 
that make older homes special and at- 
tractive to many home buyers. 

Yet along with their appealing style 
and atmosphere many of these houses 
also possess an array of ailments and 
conditions specifically because of their 
age. The American Society of Home In- 
spectors (ASHI), the international or- 
ganization of home inspection profes- 
sionals, cautions buyers to be aware of 
these problems when they shop. 

While a lot may be learned about a 
home by its outward appearance, its 
interior condition and future lifespan 
can only be evaluated by an expert on 
home construction: the professional 
home inspector. 

Ron Passaro, founder and past presi- 
dent of ASHI, says that ASHI inspec- 
tors know what to look for in older 
homes, and how to “listen” to what they 
may have to say. For example: 


Plumbing 

The plumbing of an older house 
must be looked at very carefully, since 
it could be on its second or third gen- 
eration of piping. If incompatible 
metals have been mixed in the piping, 
there may be extensive corrosion. 


Settlement 
In addition to possible damage to 
the foundation, settlement of the 


structure can also cause problems in 
the plumbing system. Pipes that were 
once pitched properly to carry waste 
water away may now be pitched the 
wrong way if settlement is severe. 


Sagging 

mmon problem in older homes, 
sagging is often compounded by al- 
terations to the house. Support struc- 
lures are often cut with no thought to 
their ability to carry che weight of the 
building 


Wiring System

Special attention must be paid to the 
conservation measures that may or 
may not have been installed. 


Proper Ventilation 


On the other hand, an unknowing 
homeowner, in an attempt to seal and 
insulate his house, may Have created 
more problems than he solved. A 
house can be made energy efficient, 
but it must also breathe. 


Heating System 


The transition from old systems 
(wood or coal burning stoves) to mod- 
em oil or gas fired central heating was 
often made by alterations to the ex 
isting equipment. Sometimes these 
modifications were done properly: 
more often they were not, and supple- 
mental heat is frequently needed. In 
addition, heat distribution pipes or 
ducts may have deteriorated with age 
and need replacement. 


ASHI advises home buyers to look 
closely at these aspects themselves 
before they fall in love with that 
quaint home of their dreams, and to 
have a professional home inspection 
before they commit to a purchase. 

Not everyone, though, is qualified 
to be a home inspector. ASHI warns 
against hiring an inspection “moon- 
lighter” who may not be sufficiently 
knowledgeable in all areas of home 
construction, and who might use 
home inspections as a means of ob- 
taining repair contracts. 


ASHI Members are professionals 
who must meet demanding technical 
and experience requirements. Their 
Society's Standards of Practice and 
strict Code of Ethics provide the na- 
tionally recognized benchmark of per- 
formance for the home inspection pro- 
fession.

Since water expands as it freezes, 
cracks in concrete surfaces like drive- 
ways and sidewalks can worsen if 
they're not filled before winter ar- 
tives. Cracks in cement around base- 
ment window frames and in basement 
walls and floors should also be re- 
paired to keep out drafts and foreign 
materials and reduce energy costs. 

Before applying any concrete repair 
product, make sure that all surfaces 
are clean, dry and structurally sound. 
Fill any deep joints with a solid filler. 
For horizontal cracks such as those on 
sidewalks, you can use sand as a filler. 
For vertical cracks stich as those in 
walls, you can use a backer rod.

Planting Bulbs

cold winter. spring bulbs 
are a welcome blast of color and well 
worth the effort o HI planting. Bulbs 
such as tulips. daffodils and hyacinth 
require a period of extreme cold to 
simulate their growth, and must be put 
in the ground in the fall. To preserve 
the enduring beauty of your garden, 
plant at least several new bulbs 
year. Some bulbs stop blooming 
few years and others get dams 
rot or wild animals. 

When planting bulbs. there is really 
only one rule to follow: duplicate the 
way plants grow naturally, Loose. in 
I groupings are much more at- 
ve than awkward tificial 
plantings in strgight lines or other 
geometric patterns.

November means hunting to a lot 
of people, but this year there is big 
game afoot at the ballot box, too. 

And woe unto the hunter who has 
Not registered to vote, or who fails 
to Visit the polls next month. There 
is big trouble lurking. 

On November 5, there is just one 
initiative question on the ballot, and 
that question is a loaded gun aimed 
at hunting and trapping. But the 
question is tricky, playing upon the 
emotions of those who don't hunt 
or trap, while the real meat of the 
issue is hidden in the last few lines. 
Question | deserves a “no” vote, 
and it's up to outdoorsy types like 
us to education folks about this one. 

This foul initiative comes in three 
parts. The first two portions are an 
emotional smokescreen, while part 
three hides the cold steel. 

Question | calls for a ban on leg- 
hold traps, a ban on using dogs to 
hunt bear, and changes the makeup 
of the Fisheries & Wildlife board. 
T've talked to people who intend to 
vote in favor of this question, just 
to outlaw those nasty old traps, but 
they don't realize the danger that is 
hidden in part three. 

Here's how it works. 

Leghold traps were once banned 
in Massachusetts, until the so-called 
“soft-hold” traps came to the fore. 
Question | would ban all leghold

traps, and basically end trapping as 
a pursuit. “Live traps” are just too 
big and heavy to lug around, so the 
end of trapping may be at hand. 

Without trapping, look forward 
to seeing your yard flooded after 
the beavers move in. Won't happen, 
you say? Chelmsford banned trap- 
Ping, and they got flooded so badly 
that they had to lift the ban. Beavers 
have no natural predators left, and 
trapping is the only way to keep 
their numbers in check. 

Steel-jawed traps do sound nasty. 
SNAP! and the critter is caught by 
the leg. Well, that's what traps are 
supposed to do. The argument that 
leghold traps may snare family pets 
conveniently ignores the fact that 
pets aren't supposed to run around 
loose, are they? I recall a time when 
deer hunters were asked —- and even 
encouraged! -- to shoot on sight any 
dog seen chasing a deer. But that's 
not the point. All people see is a ban 
on those nasty old traps, but there is 
more to the question than trapping. 

Part two of the initiative would 
ban the use of dogs for hunting bear 
and bobcat. I'm at a slight loss on 
this one, never having hunted bear, 
but the state Division of Fisheries & 
Wildlife reports that 2,000 hunters 
took to the field last year in pursuit 
of bear, and only 100 of them used 
dogs. Hardly widespread, is it? 

In all my seasons of deer hunting 
in the Berkshires, I have never seen 
a bear. Not a one. Bears are even 
more elusive than deer, and hunting 
for bear without a dog strikes me as 
awfully difficult. But then, using a 
ballot question to ban a practice that 
is used by only 100 hunters doesn't 
make much sense, either. 

Ah, but when the mental image is 
created of a snarling pack of dogs. 
running down a poor little bear -- 
again the emotions are played upon, 
while the real danger stays hidden. 

The cold steel flashes in the third 
part of the initiative, which would 
force a rule change at the Fisheries 
& Wildlife Board. If you don't read 
all the way through Question 1, you 
risk doing real harm to wildlife in 
Massachusetts. 

Current rules require that five of 
the seven F&W board members

Because of the Summer 
schedule the trip is more like a 
vacation for both the families 
and while the Tiltman's were 
here, travel, whale watches 
shopping and the Red Sox were 
on their schedule.

Q: I am on Medicare, and 1 
recently had some outpatient 
surgery done. I was surprised at 
how much I had to pay out of 
my pocket. I thought Medicare 
was supposed to pick up 80% of 
the cost-what happened? 

A: What happened to you is 
happening to elders all across 
the country. Because of a quirk 

n Medicare law, outpatients 
-are is costing seniors much 
more than Congress intended. 
Hospital procedures done on an 


outpatient basis are covered 
under Part B of Medicare. 
Ordinarily, you are responsible 
for 20% of the cost of services 
covered under Part B, which 
covers doctor and outpatient 
care. If you see a doctor for an 
exam, and the Medicare- 
approved amount for that exam 
is $100 Medicare will pay $80, 
and you will pay $20. 

There is a state law in 
Massachusetts that absolutely 
prohibits doctors from charging

‘you more than the Medicare 
approved amount. This is called 
the ban on “balance billing.” If 
Medicare tells the doctor the 
exam is $100, he or she can't 
charge you more than $100. You 
pay your $20 share and the bill 
is fully paid (Remember that 
you pay the first $100 a year in 
Part B costs as a deductible.) 

However, when it comes to 
outpatient hospital care-the 
rules are entirely different. 
There is no protection for bal- 
anced billing. Let's say you had 
cataract surgery and the hospi- 
tal charged $4,000. The Medicare 
-approved amount might be only 
$1,600 for that surgery. Medicare 
will pay the hospital directly for 
80% of that amount, or $1,280. 
You, however, must pay 20% of 
what the hospital charged, or 
$800-not 20% of what Medicare 
thought was reasonable, or $320. 
You will have paid more than 
twice as much as expected, 
because Medicare law does not 
limit how much outpatient ser- 
vices can exceed the Medicare- 
approved amount. : 

‘The hospital ends up getting, 
$1,280 from Medicare, and $800 
from you. That means you 
ended up paying 39% of the total 
reimbursement the hospital 
received. 


One former Medicare officia' 
called this “quirk” in Medicare 
law "a raw deal". “It's a gross 
injustice to beneficiaries that 
ought to be remedied," he said. 
A federal advisory panel has 
recommended that Medicare 
recipients not be charged more 
than 20% of the Medicare- 
allowed payment but so far 
Congress had done nothing 
about it.

For the present, people on 
Medicare should be aware that 
any hospital outpatient services, 
like surgery, radiology or other 
diagnostic services, could cost 
you considerably more than ser- 
vices provided on an in-patient 
basis. Ask you hospital to clari- 
fy for you what charges will be 
done on an outpatient basis, and 
ask them how much their 
charges exceed the Medicare- 
approved amount. 

For those people who have 
bought Medicare supplemental 
insurance, or who belong to a a 
Medicare Health Maintenance 
Organization, these outpatient 
costs should be picked up as 
part of your premium. But for 
people with Medicare only, out- 
patient costs mean out-of-pocket 
expenses.

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Electrical tape: 50 years 
of innovation and use 


Chances are you have a roll 
of black vinyl electrical tape 
around the house. It can be used 
for all sorts of things, but most 
often it is applied for minor 
et repairs and auto con- 


. may think that the tape 
has been around forever. 
Actually, it just turned 50! 

Electrician's once used fric- 
tion tape made from tar-coated 
cotton and vulcanized rubber 
adhesive. It sometimes rotted, 
had low electrical strength and 
the adhesive sometimes caused 
corrosion. It could not be used 
by itself when insulating a con- 
ductor, so it had to be applied 
over rubber tape. 

During the 1940s, vinyl plastic 
emerged as a material that 
could be used for a wide range 
of products. Making it work for 
tape seemed impossible, howev- 
er because a major ingredient in 
vinyl degraded ever tape adhe- 
sive that existed. But research 
chemists and engineers at 3M 
were able to create a depend- 
able pressure-sensitive tape 
made from vinyl film that had

The stigha tae'y tape was not 
black. The first 3M tape was yel- 
low and later versions were 
white. White lacks stability in 
ultraviolet light, so black 
became the standard color for 
vinyl electrical tape.

To place your 
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Buying a lamp?

A while back I decided to buy 
a very nice halogen torchiere I'd 
seen for $360 at a local depart- 
ment store. The price seemed a 
little steep, though, so I thought 
I should compare the fixture’s 
price at one of the better known 
lighting retailers in town. I did a 
tripletake when I saw what the 
lighting store was asking for the 
identical Lamp: $800.

Finding this discrepancy 
hard to believe, I asked the 
salesperson whether that was 
the actual selling price. 

“Oh, of course not!” he 
assures me. “Professionals get a 
substantial discount. Just a 
moment while I figure your 
price.” He wandered into a back 
office for some minutes and did 
a lot of scribbling and keytap- 
ping. When he finally emerged, 
he told me in a conspiratorial 
tone: “List price if $800. But for 
you - $621.” 

I drove straight to the depart- 
ment store and happily bought 
the lamp for $360. Not a similar 
lamp or a copy - the same lamp. 

Just what makes lighting fix- 


tures so expensive According to 
one unusually candid fixture 
manufacturer, retail list prices 
are generally inflated so that 
stores can provide hefty dis- 
counts to the trade - architects, 
designers, and contractors - 
without impinging upon their 
profits. 


Retail isn’t the only way to 
shop, however. Some firms keep 
their prices substantially lower 
than those of retail showrooms 
by selling only through a cata- 
log, and by giving limited dis- 
counts to the trade. Ordering by 
mail is one good way to save on 
lighting fixtures. Here are some 
other ways you can make sure 
you're getting decent value for 


your money: 

Don't buy flimsy loss-leader 
specials. Stay away from fix- 
tures with thin-gauge metals you 
can bend with your fingers. Look 
for substantial metal gauges or 
cast metal. A fixture that falis 
apart or corrodes in six months 
is no bar gain. 

*Don’t buy fixtures with a 
thin plating of chrome, brass or 
goldtone over a flimsy base 
metal; the finish won't last. In 
fact, scrutinize all plated metals 
carefully before buying. Mariy 
foreign-made fixtures have 
extremely poor plating that will 

Shop carefully before you 
Pay list price. The prices of 

fixtures in high- 
end lighting boutiques varies 
wildly. If the store you shop at 
won't give you a discount off the 
list price, keep looking - you 
may well find a store that will. A 
little legwork can yield substan- 
tial savings. 

¢ If you're looking for tradi- 
tional fixtures, consider recondi- 
tioned used or antique fixtures. 
They're competitively priced 
with bottom of the line new fix- 
tures, and are generally far bet- 
ter made. Most are recondi- 
tioned using modern wiring, 
bulb sockets and the like, so 
they're safer than the originals, 


¢ Firally, remember your 
power as a consumer. There's a 
very simple and effective way to 
dissuade lighting retailers from 
peddling overpriced, poorly- 
caer lighting fixture: Don’t buy

. According to real estate 
experts, homes that need work 
will appreciate more than a 
home that is in perfect shape, 
enabling you to reap a signifi- 
cant profit when it is time to 
sell. In most cases, the fixer- 
upper also is more affordable 
than a picture-perfect home, 
despite the fact that you may be 
investing a significant amount 
into renovations. Buying a fixer- 
upper also gives you an opportu- 
nity to personalize the home to 
your specific tastes.

Power washers are available 
for rent, usually by the day, 
from tool rental stores and 
some paint specialty stores. 
Make sure someone 
demonstrates how the equip- 
ment works and answers all 
your questions before you leave 
the store with the washer. 

Power washers are rated by 
the pressure of their spray, 
measured in per square 
inch (psi). For the average 
house, a rating from 1,200 to 
2,500 psi, compared to about 60 
psi for a garden hose, 1s suffi- 
cient. Less than 1,200 psi won’t 
do the job effectively, and 
more than 2,500 psi could do 
damage if not handled skillful- 
ly. 


Power washing with clear 
water usually does the trick.
